Sadat warns: 


Don’t expect 
separate pact

Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat yesterday warned Israel 
not to expect a separate peace 
treaty to result from any renew- 
ed negotiations which the two 
countries may agree upon at a 
tripartite meeting with the U.S. 
in Brussels this weekend. 

Sadat stuck to his demands 
that the treaty be tied to a time 
limit for the establishment of a 
Palestinian autonomy in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip and 
that the treaty be given no 
precedence over Egypt's other 
commitments, particularly to 
the Arab League. 

Sadat’s demand for linking a 
bilateral peace treaty to a target 
date for implementation of the 
autonomy, as well as for a note inter- 
preting the “‘priority"’ section of Ar- 
ticle 6 in the draft treaty, were two of 
the four conditions turned down last 
Friday by the Israel cabinet. The 
other two were making the exchange 
of ambassadors conditional on Im- 
plementation of the autonomy, at 
least in the Gaza District, and 
rewriting Article 4 of the peace trea- 
ty with the intent to bring about a 
review of the security arrangements 
in Sinai after five years. 

Israel's position was the subject of 
a discussion which Premier 
Menzhem Begin held yesterday in 
Jerusalem with U.S. Ambassador 
Sarnuel Lewis. The meeting was in- 
itlated by Lewis, who reportedly 
handed the premier 2 message from 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus Vance. 

“Those in Israc] must hear this 
again,"' Sadat told nembers of his 
awn political party in the Nile Delta 
town of Mansoura. ‘'There will be no 
separate agreement. There must be 
a comprehensive settlement through 
which the fundamental issue, the 
Palestinian problem, [8 resolved." 
He added that the phased Israeli 
withdrawal from Sinai “must be 
linked to the establishn:ent of full 
Palestinian self-rule" in the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

On his rejection of the “priority"® 
scction, Sadat said that he willnever 
give any country "4 feather in its 
cap at Egypt's expense."’ He said 


“there will be no privileges for large! 
whatsover," nor will the proposed 
treaty with Israel "πᾶνε any 
Precedence over our Areb 
brothers....To this I say no.” 

_ Sadat said he did not want to go 
into the substance of the current dis- 
agreements with Israe] in view of 
this weekend's meeting in Brussels 
of Egypt's Premier Mustapha 
Khalil, Foreign Minister Moshe 
Dayan and Vance. 

But Sadat assured his listeners 
that a peace treaty with Israel is 
“inevitable” and that its conclusion 
is only a matter of time. 

“Arguments are going on, but it's 
only a matter of time thefore 8 trea- 
ty is signed) because the aim ia 
settied,"” he said. 

Sadat attacked Israel for its 
erlticism of U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter's pro-Egypt policies. “They 
did prefer tlate president) Lyndon 
Johnson, who was immoral,"* he 
said. 

The Egyptian president accused 
Israeli leaders of maintaining “a 
Lavon mentality’’ — a reference to 
the “security mishap’ in which 
Israelis were sent to Egypt in the 
early 1950s to bomb U.S. institutions 
in an attempt to make the Egyptians 
appear anti-American at a time 
when Egypt and the U.S. were work- 
ing towards improving their 
relations. 

Meanwhile, reports from Cairo in- 
dicate that Khalil. at his meeting 
with Dayan in Brussels tomorrow, 
will press for resuming the 
negotiations at an early date. Khalil 
reportedly will make three main 
arguments: 

© Egypt will not agree to stalling 
the conclusion of a settlement for too 
long a period, thereby giving Israel 
— as Dayan has implied — time to 
reconsider its negotiating positior 
and probably steering the talks back 
to square one. 

« Egypt is under increased Arab 
pressure, especially from Saudi 
Arabia, to produce a comprehensive 
peace setilement before the par:

The tel, near Moshav Tel Shahar, 
had originally been identified with 
the Philistine city of Ekron. In 1956, 
however, a new survey placed Ekron 
several kilometres to the west and 
identified Tel Batash with Timna. 

The original Canaanite city at the 
bottom of the tel was found to have 
been destroyed by fire about 1200 
BCE. This was the time when the 
Israelites under Joshua were spilling 
down from the central mountain 
chain to the west and the Philistines 
were landing on the coast to the east. 

“We don't know who burnt it,” 
said Ami Mazar of the Hebrew 
University, who served as field 
director under Dr. George Kelm of 
the New Oricans Baptist Theological 
Seminary. the expedition's director.

Supersol lowers 
price of citrus

TEL AVIV. — The threat of a con- 
sumer strike on fresh oranges has 
resulted in a decrease of about 50 
agorot in the price of both oranges 
and grapefruit at Supersol stores. 
Starting today the chain will sell 
these commodities at 11.8.26 per kilo. 

Supersol management said it is 
lowering the price to honour the re- 
quest of the Israe! Consumer Coun- 
ef}, which called for the strike 
because the Citrus Marketing Board 
is reportedly setting the wholesale 
price of eating oranges much higher 
than the price of citrus to industry. 

Council director Maya Tavori, 
although jubilant about the lower 
price, said the main issue still is that 
the board is charging retailers about 
114.25, which is too high. She said 
that if the price is not lowered s0 the 
consumer only has to pay IL5 a kilo, 
the call for a consumer strike on 
fresh oranges still stands. 

The Jerusalem Post was unable to 
receive a comment from the Citrus 
Marketing Board.

Naomi Feinstein, a Russian- 
speaking American immigrant who 
has just returned from service as a 
special Jewish Agency emissary to 
the Viexma transit camp, tried to 
relieve them of their misconcep- 
tions, but found Jt a near-impossible 
task. Of the nearly 3,000 Russian 
Jewish emigrants who told her that 
they were determined to forgo 
Israel, Feinstein convinced five to 
come on aliya. 

‘Although it might be difficult to ex- 
Plain to world public opinion, the 
former New Jerseyite believes that 
all Jews who leave Russia on an 
Israeli visa should be taken to Israe} 
first. “Let them see Israel as it real- 
ly is, and if they don't like it, they are 
free to Jeave. For those who have no 
intention of alya, the trip may be 
viewed as a sidetrip on thelr way to 
the U.S. or Canada. But some of 
them, at least, will realize that they 
are better off in Israe}."" 

The “Agency's aliya department 
has already sent two American im- 
migrants who speak Russian to the 
tranalt camp, and another is on the 
way. Department chairman Raphael 
Kotlowitz decided on the new type of 
emissary, in addition to the existing 
Russian immigrants. Kotlowitz felt 
that emissaries who know what 
America [5 like and can explain why 
they left the 'gold-paved streets" to 
cone on aliya would be able to reach 
the hesitant Russian emigrants.

“converted"’ on behalf of Israel, she 
would receive 200 Austrian shillings. 

The constant rain of anti-Zionist 
propaganda that the Jews were sub- 
jected to in Russia was partly repon- 
sible for their distorted image of 
Israe]. In addition, many of them 
had received negative letters from 
relatives who had come on allys. 

“Tarael is a free country, so olim 
feel free to complain. But those 
relatives who “drop out’ and go to 
the U.S. are ashamed to tell the truth 
about their failure to adjust, find 
work or a decent place to live. 

A. negative image of Israel was 
driven home more deeply by Rus- 
sian border guards searching the 
Jews as they were about to leave. 
“They told the old ones that they 
wouldn't live to reach Israel, and the 
younger ones that they wouldn't be 
able to live in Israel," Fefnstein 
quoted the emigrants. In addition, 
the guards often conducted sadistic 
and indecent searches of the Jews — 
especially of the women — which 
made them even more tense and 
helped lead Jews along the well-trod 
path of the drop-outs, 


FEINSTEIN found quite a few mix- 


ed marriages, and in most such 
cases, the couple and their children 
decided to forgo Israel. Unlike 
emigrants she met in Vienna in 1975, 
most of the Russian Jews seemed in- 
zuterested only, in getting out of Russia 
a pagause. their, being..cewish 
prevented ‘their advancement in 


«« work and. their children's: admit- 


tance to university. Three years ago, 
“they wanted to get out to go some- 
where and talked about ideals.” 
Feinstein, who works in & 
. Jerusalem art gallery and has two 
sabra grandchildren, was briefed by 
the Agency on information materials 
available, but played by ear her 
dealings with the emigrants. 


“Those who seemed to have some 
Jewish spark in them were moved by 
my argument that one remains 
Jewish in America only with great 
effort. I told them that fn Israel they 
don't have to work at belng Jewish, 
and it's a fine feeling."’ 

For the others, Feinstein used 
aaked me why I left America after living

there for 32 years, I said that my 
family and I were dissatisfied with 
life there and were searching for our 
true identity," she said. She also told 
them about elderly Russian drop- 
outs crowded into rundown flats in 
Brooklyn, for example, whose Coney 
Island section is called ‘‘Little 
Odessa." 

The fact that she had experienced 
American life gave her "more 
credibility’ with many emigrants 
than did Soviet olim who spoke more 
fluent Russian than she does. But 
this “credibility” should be seen in 
the sobering context of her 5 out of 3,- 
000-batting'averages” +++ 
ΤΑῚ family of-four’ from Leningrad 
‘was convinced by her-arguments, as 
was ἃ 19-year-old man from Moscow.

This time I fee] an 
urge to say: bless you — not only 
because it's nice to read such 
agreeable things, but out of respect 
for your courage. Naturally I don't 
take ἐξ for granted that you will 
never write other things about me 
again, but for now it’s nice."

Some time later I met her in 
Jerusalem at a reception for some 
VIP. I caught sight of her amid a 
flurry of admirers, chain-smoking as 
usual. She beckoned for me to come 
over, and amiled at me. She had very 
sad eyes, had Golda, even when she 
smiled. She didn’t say a word, just 
shook my hand for a long time.

BECAUSE of Agency policy not to 
allow families to separate (with the 
children trying their !uck in America 
and the aging parents going to 
Israel}. there is a constant at- 
mosphere of lying and treachery, 
she says.

Plains, because it is impossible to 
allow the children to disavow all 
responsibility and have the parents 
become wards of the state. 
Nevertheless, it is a terrible thing, 
she adds, to watch children make 
believe that ‘heir parents are 
strangers. The Agency does its best 
to check statements as to who is 
related and whether there are any 
relatives in Israel. 

While the growing numbers of 
drop-outs in the U.S. and Canada at- 
tract more Jews to drop out, Fein- 
stein asserts that many who claim- 
ed that they were going to America to 
be reunited with relatives there were 
merely using them as an excuse. 
“They refer to very distant relatives 
whom they never knew in Russia, or 
mothers-law or third cousins they 
never intend to see."' 

Unlike some in the Agency and the 
government, Feinstein, does not 
charge HIAS officials with actively 
seeking out potential drop-outs . But 
thelr mere presence and the 
knowledge that HIAS assists the 
enigranta in getting American visas 
and flights to the U.S. is an impor- 
tant factor in the drop-out 
phenomenon. 

In a report that she is preparing 
for the aliya department, Feinstein 
will urge that emissaries who work 
in Vienna be sent to Rome at the end 
of their service, because emigrants 
would greet such familiar faces ax if 
they were long-lost friends and be 
more likely to listen. 


THE ALIYA promotion films that 

are shown to the emigrants during 
«atheéir.stay iIn-Vienna should be 
το replaced, she advises. ‘The movies

How does a critical biblical 
scholar handle the narratves about 
Jesus’ birth in Bethlehem and 
related events?

“Jesus’ escape from Herod,"’ add- 
ed Brown, ‘is remarkably. like the 
Jewish story of Moses’ escape from 
the Pharaoh — the Moses who, like 
Jesus, canie back from the Egypt to 
which Joseph had gone."’ 


MATTHEW'S account of the coming 
of the Magi seems to anticipate the 
Christian understanding of the 
goyim, the Gentiles, coming to 
believe in Jesus, but here again, the 
role of the Jews in the history of 
salvation is vital. 

Matthew shows that the Magi, like 
the Gentiles, had some revelation 
from God (through the birth star in 
2:2, 10), but it was imperfect and in- 
complete without the explicit revela- 
tion given to the Jews through the 
Scriptures, “‘The Gentiles come to 
worship, but they must learn from 
the Jews the history of salvation," 
remarked Browz.

ONE OF THE persistent. Gavia: 
against the Likud government dis- 
seminated by Alignment spokesmen . 
is that Its troubles with the United 
States government began when they 
abandoned the tradition of coor- 
dinating policy with Washington. 
The latest assertion of this kind was 


made only last Friday, in 2 radio σὺ 


terview, by Yitzhak Rabin. . 

As Mr. Rabin was formerly prime 
minister and, earlier on, am- 
bassador in Washington. bis words 
might be regarded as important. In 
fact, they were pure fantasy. There 
was no such coordination, except 
perhaps in the minds of the Align- 
ment leaders. 

One could treat the statement 
lightly as ἃ curiosity of history; but 
it bears implications relating to the 
present situation. [t seema to aseribe 
ἃ sort of superior wisdom to the 
Alignment leaders, but, much more 
significant, it tends to provide 
justification for American policy 
during their regime. After ail, if 
there wag coordination, American 
policy must have been reasonably 
satisfactory (at least to Mr. Rabin 
and the other Israeli co-ordinators}. 

Mr. Rabin's own experience ἐ}- 
Juminates the hollowness of his 
claim. His last personal contact with 
the U.S. Administration — in March 
1911 — ended in a resounding angry 
disagreement with President Carter. 
The still new president insisted that 
setting up a Palestinian homeland 
waa the essential solution te the 
problem in Eretz Yisrael. Mr. Rabin 
rejected the idea unequivocally. 

Eighteen months earijer, in 
September 1975, the government had 
accepted the second disengagement. 
agreement in Sinal. Premier Rabin 
claimed it as an achievement; and it 


may be that by some process of his: 
own logic he convinced himself that . 


it was an expression of coordination 
with the U.S, That was the agree- 
ment by which Israel gave up the oil 
of Sinai and surrendered control of 
the Mitle and Gidi passes. 

Six months earlier, the Rabin 
government had refused adamantly 
to make these concessions, insisting 
that they would jeopardize Israel's 
basic security. It was then that 
Secretary of State Kissinger lett in a 
cloud of anger and, back in 
Washington, instituted the famous 
"yeappraisal"’ of policy towards 
Israel which necessitated the 
withholding of supplies to us until a 
suitabiy contrite government 
accepted his proposals. 

One could. uf course, discern an 
element of coordination In the terms 
of the disengagement agreement — 
the kind of coordination that axists 
between the hijacker and the hijack- 
ed. 

One need only set Mr. Rabin's 
coordination claim against events in 


the Yom Kippur War to recognize ita 
absurdity. American pressure then 
wag applied in threatening. and 
ruthless terras that cowed the Golda 
Meir government inte accepting the 
cease fire of October 33, and subse- 

wen into saving the Egyptian 
Noting Hae on the east bank of the 
Suez Canal. 


This cancelled the sfiects of ve 
Israel Army's recovery from, the 
fearful opening phase of the war, ἃ 

converted certain victory into defeat 
— and into ἃ national disaster of 
himtoric proportions. 

Rabin, and his colleagues 
should really think again, and hard, 
before boasting about their coordina- 
tion of policy with the U.S. 


THE FACT IS that there simply 
could not be coordination of any ma- 
jor policy matter, because 
Washington's doctrine on fundamen- 
tal issues in the Middle East, and on 
the dispute in Eretz Yisrael in par- 
ticular, has heén diametrically op- 
posed to the Israeli outlook. 

American policy after 1948, and 
most emphatically after the Six Day 
War, embraced a fusion of ‘two 
elementa: “commitment” to Jarael's 
survival; and the proposal of con- 
ditions that could only endanger that - 
survival. 

Specifically, the U.S. gave Israel" 
arms and financial aid while per- 
sistently demanding that Israel 
should retire into the “death 
trap’’ (in Abba Eban's definition) of 
the 1949 armistice linés. Since 1973, 
with America’s growing feeling of 
dependence on Saudi Arabia a dia- 
tinct tilt against Israel has been 
manifest. 

There is in the U.S. alarge body of 
opinion that rejects the policy and 
the concepts of the Administration, 
that has quite a different conception 
of the importance of a strong, self- 
confident Israel, with deterrent 
strategic reach, in the mosaic of 
America’s global stance. 

There are many who believe that it 
4s no accident that the decline of 
American power and influence in the 
world, and the shifting of the balance 

her in the confrontation with 
the Soviet Union, have coincided 
with her efforts to reduce and 
weaken Israel. There are many who 
believe that every inch of territory, 
every scintila of prestige lost by 
Israel reduces America's own Power 
and influence. 

That these views are widely held in 
the U.S. — they recently found ex-

TSRAELLEAMERICAN . relations seem 
to be reaching an almost un- 
precedented low point these days. 
Perhaps one of the most ex- 
asperating as well as undignified 
squabbles taking place between the 
two countries ‘is over the financial 
contribution America will perforce 
have to make to achieve her aims in 
the area — aims which depend on an 
Israel-Egyptian modus vivendi, One 
cannot yet predict if the signing of a 
peace-treaty is imminent, but I tend 
to believe that, Egypt's last-minute 
shenanigans ‘notwithstanding, the 
countries are on an irreversible 
course of peace. 

According to an interview publiah- 
ed in “The New York Times” some 
time ago, President Sadat intends to 
demand a $15b. ald package (a 
“Carter Plan") from the U.S. as 
soon as the treaty is signed. But 


. strange as this may be, it once again 


seems to be Israel which is bearing 
the brunt of public criticism, in 
Washington and elsewhere, for hav- 
ing ‘‘dared" to remind (rather late’ 
in the day, I fear) the American 
government of what it would be ex- 
pected to do financially to assure the 
permanence of this long-sought 
arrangement between Israel and 
Egypt. 
President Carter himself, rather 
conveniently, one must say, even 
forgot at one time that the U.S. had 
undertaken at Camp David to build 
‘two new airfields for Israe! in place 
of the ones she will have to give up in 
Sinai. But this is ‘nothing compared 
to the hue and cry coming. out of 
Washington when Israel, somewhat 
timidly. explained that relocating 
Israel's defences from Sinai to the 
Negev would impose on Israel a 
burden which she could not be ex- 
‘pected to carry alone. — 

‘Fhese sounds of reprouch of course 
‘immediately. were echoed by other 
American public figures whe piously 
reminded us that, “yes, the U.S. 


-would try to help, but, the U.S. 


economic situation being as it {s, 
and taking into account the ‘conser- 
vative mood' prevailing in the coun- 
try today, Israel would be well ad- 
vised to be more ‘moderate’ in her 
financial demands."

The current demand by the 
Cabinet hawks and by those in the 
NRP to push for 2 clarification of 
avionomy — a clarification that can- 
not be kept from leaking to the 
Israel! public, and to the Americans 
and Egyptians — derives from the 
growing realization of the problems 
entalled in the autonomy pian as 
they are emerging from the Ben- 
Ellssar committee. 


These problems, concerning the 
future control of land, water, im- 
migration and internal security, all 
Boint to the conclusion that the 
degree of autonomy that Israel could 
offer will not go far beyond the 
Proposal of internal self- 
administration made by Mr. Begin 
to the Palestinian population shortly 
after he took office and before the 
Sadat inttlative, - pee 
_Open and premature admizsion by 
Israel of such a view of autonomy 
might well spell finis to any hopes of 
8 peace agreement with Egypt. If 
such hopes continued to be held by 
Israel during the course of the last 
three months, they were largely bas- 
ed on three assumptions relating to 
the Americans, the E, and 
the Palestinians respectively. 


GIVEN MR. CARTER'S even- 
handed application of pressure at 
Camp David, it was not entirely un- 
reasonable to expect that the 
maintenance of that American im- 
partiality could turn the framework 
agreements concluded there into a 
viable peace agreement that would 
not automatically work to lerael’s 
detriment. ᾿ 

The main reason for the 
breakdown of the talks les in the 
Carter Administration's precipitate 
haste In-abandoning its je of im- 
partiality.’ This became evident ear- 
ly-on-in the déspatah-of -the 
provocative Saunders mission to the 
‘West Bank, and reached its apex in 
the final stages of the negotia! in 
the avert American support for . 
Sadat's second-thought zigzagging. - 
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Reports from Washington speak of 
Amierican attempts to plete their 
fumble. The problem, however, is 
Geeper than one of mere tactica. The 
past three months have served to 
solidity Jaraeii suspicions that little 
Can be expected from an Ad- 
ministration whose head has made 
no secret of ‘his adherence to the 
thesis of the State Department and 
Nationa) Security Counci) Arabists 
that the grant of Palestinian self- 
determination must be at the heart 
of any Middie East solution. 

‘ Mr, Carter is currently viewed as 

the worst American president Isract 
has been “‘vouchsafed” in her 30 
years. The saving grace of the 
runners-up for that title, the 
Ejsenhower-Dulles team of thé 
1950s, was that the Arab-Ierael dis- 
pute was never of more than 
marginal importance in their overall 
world view. 

If there {s any hope in regard to 
Mr. Carter, it Hes in the posalbility of 
the Arab-Israe] dispute asauming 
similar proportions on his agenda of 
foreign and domestic issues and in 
the possibility that he will, after all, 
be a one-term president. November 
1980, the date of the next American 
presidential elections, looms As 
large in Israeli: (wishful?) thinking 
as does the issue of a target date for 
elections in the West Bank-Gaza 
autonomy. 


ISRAEL] PERCEPTIONS of Preai- 
dent Sadat and of Egypt have fluc- 
tuated sharply over the past 18 
months between the ‘‘fig-ieatf** 
theory and 4 depressingly literal 
reading of his official statements 
demanding complete Israel! 
withdrawal from all the territories, 
including Hast Jerusalem. 

Egyptian spokesmen are correct 
in stressing that Sadat, in his official 
statements, has never deviated from 
those demands. Israeli proponents of 
the ‘fig-leaf" theory — which holda 
that Sadat 1s uot really. ao intensely 
comyitted to their literal implemen: 
tation but very badly needs protec- 
tive cover against Arab critics -- 
base themselves primarily on a 
talmudic interpretation of what os- 
tensibly Mes between the lines of 
Sadat's statements. They also allude 
to their frank talks with Egyptian 
negotiators, who are said to have 
made ‘no bones about thelr disdain 
for the Palestinians and their 
weariness with the latter's demands 
for Egyptian sacrifices. 

Will Sadat make do with a fig leaf, 
and especially in the cold winter 
months, when fig trees are 
notoriously bare? This is one of the 
imponderables of the situation. But 
there are Israeli hopes that the very 
act of signing a peace treaty and the 
beginning of Israeli withdrawal in 
Sinai wil] lead to the early growth of 
a@ network of intermeshed Israel- 
Egyptian interests that will enable 
Sadat to relegate the Palestinfun 
issue to a barely flickering back 
burner. - 


BEGIN‘'S and Dayan’s most 
reasonable hopes seem to be centred 
on the Palestinians, both in the PLO 
and in the territories. Continuing 
Pajestinian opposition to the halfway 
house of autonomy promises to 
provide Israel with the best justifica- 
tion possible for granting no more 
than the minimal autonomy taking 
shape in the Ben Dlissar recommen: 
dations, or even,no autonomy at all. 

The probability of Palestinian 
-“cooperation” in such a strategy 
seems relatively assured. The 
prospects for the realization of the 
hopes of Israeli optimists in regard 


} to the Americans and to Sadat are

INSIGHT ON TORTURE 


Lo the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


. Sir, — Mr. David Krivine, with 
your encouragement, seems deter- 
mined to perpetuate the controversy 
over the Insight investigation on tor- 
ture. In doing so he breaks the rule of 
confidentiality which he undertcok 
to observe as #2 witness to the British 
Presa Council inquiry inte the cam- 
Plaint by Mr. Eric Moonman, M.P. 

, He misquotea selectively from my 
evidence to the Press Council — or 
rather, he chooses to {gnore my ac- 
tua] evidence and quotes instead 
from an Inter-office memorandum 
which I telexed to my editor in 
reaponse to an urgent request for a 
synopsis of my potential evidence. 
This memorandum, which was made 
available to the Press Council of- 
ficlals at an carly stage, was never 
intended as a atatement to the Coun- 
cil, but was nevertheless mbject to 
the confidentiality rule. 

Mr. Krivine wrongly aanerts that I 
was called on “late in the day” 
because Insight cculd not answer his 
and Mr. Moonman's ‘importunate 
questions.'' I was not asked to give 
evidence on any points that the In- 
aight team could not answer; I was 
hardly in a position to answer 
questions on interviews I had not 
taken part in. The purpose of my 
evidence was to show that, over the 
years I was in Israel, I and other 
journalists had met with flat denials 
or evasions from official sources 
when trying to check allegations of 
torture or ill-treatment, and that 
attempts had been made to cover up 
certain incidents. 

Az Mr. Krivine was sltting barely 
aix feet away from me while I was 
teatifying, it is add that he chooses to 
quote from a confidential memoran- 
dum rather than from what I actual- 
ly said. 

He makes much of the fact that I 
referred in the memorandum to Mr. 
Desmond Sullivan os a Roman 
Catholic priest. So I did, writing 
from memory after a year away 
from Jerusalem, in what was 
anyway only an interim reply to my 

‘editor's query. I amended this in 
writing when I had access to 
documents, ond in my verbal 
evidence to the Council, I correctly 


' calied Mr. Sullivan ‘a Roman 


Catholic layman.” 

T referred in my evidence to the in- 
itial cover-up of the killing of Ahmed 
Dahdu). Mr. Krivine omits the word 
“{nitial.’’ Remember, {t was first 
stated that Dahdul had dled of a 
heart attack. Much later, an un- 
named officer was tried and sentenc- 
ed thas Mr. Krivine checked 
whether this was all in open court?), 
but the troops who clubbed Dahdu! in 
obedience to the officer's ordera 
were apparently not tried, or if they 
were, no word came out. 

As for Mr. Krivine's slighting 
reference to the Hebrew University 
student magazine and [8 tormer 
editor, Mr. Gideon Eshet, 1 am 
shocked at his patronising dismissal 
of undergraduate concern on 4 
human rights tssue. Mr. Eshet 
honestly stated that the source of his 
information was a Communist 
newspaper, but nevertheless thought 
it deserved an answer. So do I, but it 
did not get one. 

. Mr, Krivine finds it tedious to com- 

ment on every case I mentioned. He 
studiously. avoids those in which I 
had first-hand evidence of injuries 
inflicted. (My report on one of these 
led to a complaint from the Israe! 
Embassy in London that I was ‘‘un- 
friendly to Israel,” but when my 
editor that the Foreign 
Ministry should send a man to 
Ramallah with me to check the 
story, there was no reply.) 

Mr. Krivine further alleges that 
“Marsden repeatedly feils to give 
names." It is true that I refused Mr. 
Moonman’s request for the name of 
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the social worker whose compilation 
over several months of alleged cases 
of torture and ill-treatment was the 
original starting point of the in- 
vestigation In London two years 
eariler. Nor will I or my colleagues 
name the church and lay workers 
who gave supportive evidence. This 
5 In aecord with normal journalistic 
practice on the protection of sources. 

it is ironic to find Mr. Krivine 
castigating the Foreign Ministry and 
the Security Service for failure to 
cooperate with his inquiries into the 
interrogation of Arab prisoners. I 
have been trying to make the same 
point, and I sympathise with his 
frustration. If I may borrow a phrase 
from him, I found his complaint over 
his dead-end mission ‘“‘marveliously 


revealing.”*

Pavid Krivine comments: 

Mr. Marsden's memorandum on 
alieged Isrsell maipractices was 
submitted to the Press Council and 
Presumably circulated to the 15 
members of the tribunal. 

In it, he called Mr. Sullivan δ 
priest. If Mr. Marsden says that he 
referred to him as a layman in his 
subsequent cra! evidence, then that 
must be true, but I did not notice the 
change of designation. If he had told 
the Counci! at the time that he had 
made an error in the memo and 
wanted to correct it, then I (and no 
doubt others among his listeners) 
would have become awere of what 
he was trying to tell us. 

As !t happens. 1 asked the “Sunday 
Times" whether, after the verdict 
was published, I might be allowed to 
read the testimony submitted by Mr. 
Marsden {apart from the memoran- 
dum) and waa met with a blank 
refusal; which was not helpful. 

Anyway. Mr. Sullivan's occupa- 
tion is not the main issue. Whether 
priest or layman, he was not entitled 
to permanent residence in Israel; 
that Is the point I made. 

Similarly over Ahmed Dahdul, 

_Marsden takes me to task for omit- 
ting the word ‘‘initial."” What 
Marsden actually wrote in his memo 
was: “The unsuccessful cover-up of 


the killing of Ahmed Dahdu! (the 
army at first said he died of a heart 
attack).'* He did not mention that the 
officer in charge was brought to 
trial, sentenced and gaoled — at the 
army's own initiative, before the 
“Sunday Times" had taken the 
matter up.

I 
am giad to inform him that they 
have also been tried. Two were found 
innocent, two (an officer and a 
sergeant) guilty. I do not know what 
thelr sentence was. I have put fn for 
permizsion to peruse the verdict. 

Conterning the cases — or rather 
the case — in which Marsden had 
“first-hand evidence of injuries in- 
fiicted," I admit to overlooking that, 
but arm buay investigating it now. (It 
took me some time to find out the ex- 
act date of the occurrence.) I should 
add for the record.that this incident 
was not mentioned in the ‘Sunday 
Times” article, which was the sub- 
ject of our complaint to the Press 
Countell. ° 


Mr. Maraden reproaches me for 
breaking the rvle of confidentlality, 
which he says I undertook to observe 
as a witness. 1 did not make any un- 
dertaking, I waa only informed (in 
general terms) that the proceedings 
were confidential. It was an order 
from above. 

I was not told how much of it was 
confidential (the hearings only, or 
the mass of documentation alao). 
Nor am 1 aware that I am legally 
obliged to comply with that instruc- 


tion. 

I tried to strike a fair balance. I 
wrote nothing while the dispute was 
sub judice. Nor did I quote anything 
(specific) from the hearings. I decid- 
ed, however, that I was at liberty to 
quote fram thé documenta submitted 
to the Council by both sides. 

T don’t see how that could be avoid- 
ed. The “Sunday Times'’ published 
information which I showed to be 
wrong. The authors of the article 
then changed their stand and said (in 
their statementa to the Council) that 
they had meant something different. 
Am I expected to leave it at that, 
over an issue where Israel's good 
name is at stake? 


TEACHERS’ STRIKE
